In claim 1, line 11, —connected— has been added before "between"; and 

at line 28, "(controller)" has been deleted. 
In claim 4, line 11, —connected— has been added before "between"; 

at line 27, "and and" has been changed to —and—; and 

at line 29, "cloil" has been changed to —coil—. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 recites, inter alia, the control means controls the output switching means, so that 
in the course of one switching cycle the coil current flows from the second terminal into both 
output branches and controls the main switch in the transient state of the up-down converter, so 
that the average voltage on the first terminal is equal to the voltage on the second terminal. 

Claim 4 recites, inter alia, the confrol means controls the output switching means, so that 
in the course of one switching cycle the coil current flows from the second terminal into both 
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output branches at least once; and controls the main switch in the transient state of the up-down 
converter so that the average voltage on the second terminal, thus equal to the input voltage. 

The art of record does not disclose the above limitations, nor would it be obvious to 
modify the art of record so as to include either of the above limitations.
